VII. Au Account of a Woman , who zoideA the 
greatefl part of a Foetus by the JSnvd. By 
Mr Ghnftopher Birbeck. 

O Ne Raper s Wife, in a Town called Coxwold , 12 
miles horn Tork , falling in Labour of Child Birth, 
the Midwife ufing her endeavour extracted the Secun- 
dine, it offering firfr, and could not by her beft skill 
perceive any thing elfe remaining : The Womans body 
falling, and for feme days being pretty eafie, and the 
Womb contracted, the Midwife took this Secundine to 
be a Mol a. or falfe Conception, but in about a weeek 
more fhe began to difeharge plenty of Faetid Matter by 
the Vagina , which continued, and in procefs of time 
fhe felt a troublefom hardnefs on the HjpogaJlriuzn, 
which increas’d daily for above 6 weeks, by which the 
Woman was brought fo low, they defpaired of her Life, 
this lump, hardnefs and forenefs wrought upwards to the 
Regio Vmbilicalh . I fuppofe it continued there fixt 
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for about a month 5 at length being exceeding painful, 
the Neighbouring Gentlewomen took it for a great Boil 
or Anoifeme, and apply’d what they ufually do in fitch 
cafes, toftiSl its (Vippuration, and breaking, which had 
irsefilft, and it broke upon ("or rather under) the Nave], 
diilhareed then band afterwards) a -great quantity of a 
thin Fo od and di(coloured L’quor, lire part about it 
mortified, and the Ulcer in larged to that bignefs, that a-

dw.rneither herfod (being extresrnly weak and fainr) nor 
any body elfe could induro to look on it 5 a final 1 time 

after they found feme little Bones wrought out cf it, at 
which they were amazed, and fire wed them to me,I found 
them to be the bones of a Childs Finger, which made 
me curious of going to fee her, which was gladly ac¬ 
cepted, the Woman being very poor. When S examined' 
it I perceived the F^tus in a confus’d heap or mortified' 
lump, for with my Probe I felt feveral Bones, and at 
that time extracted (after t had feparated and dilated the 


mortification about it) above half the Ribs, feme Ver- 
tebre’s of the Back and other Bones, and cut out above 
a pound of the Childs mortified fubftance, as black as 
Ink, with an extream naufeous fine!!, that every ad or 
3d day for a month (beginning on Rafter Sunday laft,) L 
ex traded what I could, being forced to do it very delibe¬ 
rately, by rcafon of the exceeding wcaknefs of the Wo¬ 
man, who had certainly dyed in the operation, had I 
forcibly extracted it, and not given her time, for we 
were obliged every moment to fupport her with Cordi¬ 
als, and after every operation file found herfeif light- 
fomer, and by degrees tweeter, which gave me hopes of 
her recovery, which before l had no thoughts of. For' 
not only the Lh/ea Alba, and Mufcles 1. f the Abdomen, 
but the Peritoneum and Omentum was mortified to a 
great breadth, and the imeiiines lay fairly in view, and 
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expofed to the air a long time. When I had extracted 
part, and had a plentiful difcharge of thin Faetid Matter, 
the other difcharge downwards began toleflen and abate, 
fo that I endeavoured to ailift it by bandage and com- 
prefles, with deterging and drying inje&ions up the Vagi¬ 
na, by which means in little time I had no difcharge 
that way, and thofe parts became fhortly perfeftly well, 
and in fome time after the Ulcer feparaied (with the af- 
fiftance qf Fomentations, good Digeftives and Mundifi- 
xatives, ) from its Putrifa&ion, co'tj traded and united 
wonderfully, and ham now been quite cicatrized near 3 
months ago, all the whole Abdomen being foft,eafie and 
well condition’d. The yVoman laboured all this Seafon at 
Hay and Harvelt. 

I prefume by the forcible extr dtion of the Secundine, 
the Uterus had been. Lacerated mi fo Ulcerated $ the Wo¬ 
man being extremely weak, and conftanily lying ia Bed, 
gave the mote liberty for its working upwards : But I 
fubmit my opinion to better Judgments 5 1 have all the 
Bones ( except fome few loft ) at rny Lodgings at Eajing - 
would, 9 miles from York,, to the Northward j where I 
have continued ever fince I was difcharge! from his Ma- 
jefties Ship Medway at Plymouth, of which 1 was Chy- 
rurgeon near 5 years*
